1. This office action is in response to amendment filed on 5/1 1/10. Claims 1-20, 22-34 are 
pending in the application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Mr. Michael Haynes on 5/20/10. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

• In claim 1, line 4, replace the phrase "a processing aid, a soybean protein composition," 
with "a processing aid comprising a soybean protein composition,". 

• In claim 18, lines 4-5, replace the phrase "a processing aid, a soybean protein 
composition," with "a processing aid comprising a soybean protein composition,". 

• In claim 23, line 6, replace the phrase "a processing aid, a soybean protein composition," 
with "a processing aid comprising a soybean protein composition,". 



Rejoinder 
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3. Claims 1-20, 22 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set forth 
in MPEP § 821 .04(B), claims 23-34, directed to the process of making or using an allowable 
product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are 
hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1.142 have 
been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action mailed on 12/9/09 
is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the rejoined 
inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional 
application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the 
present application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. Once the restriction 
requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re 
Ziegler, 443 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971). See also MPEP § 804.01. 

Reasons For Allowance 

4. Claims 1-20, 22-34 are allowed. 

5 . The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

The presently cited claims are allowable over prior art of record to Davenport et al. (US 
2003/0232914 Al). 

The Davenport et al. reference discloses aqueous dispersions comprising nanoparticles 
derived from polyalkylene oxide esters of (meth)acrylic acid in amounts of 0.5 to 99% by wt., 
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initiators in amounts of 0.05 to 10% by wt. and 0.1 to 10% by wt. of multifunctional hydrophilic 
monomers. However, the prior art fails to disclose compositions comprising a soybean 
composition present along with a processing aid in amounts as presently claimed and is also 
silent with regard to the heat release temperatures as recited in the independent claims. 

Therefore, the presently claimed invention is deemed allowable over closest prior art of 
record as per said art neither anticipating nor rendering obvious, alone or in combination, the 
presently claimed invention.
